Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  upon  the  health  of  your  district 
during  the  years  197l/72.  The  Registrar-General  estimated  a  fall  of  590  in 
your  population  and  birth  rates  after  correction  were  lower  than  the 
national  average. 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff,  illness  and  the  pressures  of  impending 
reorganisation,  it  proved  impossible  to  produce  the  report  for  1971  and  that 
for  1972  has  been  much  delayed.  An  abridged  and  combined  report  has  therefore 
had  to  be  compiled  at  a  time  when  industrial  power  restrictions  prevented  a 
commercial  printing.  One  can  but  offer  apology  for  failure  to  overcome  the 
chain  of  obstacles  before  now. 

There  was  a  minor  epidemic  of  infective  jaundice  in  1971  confined  to 
certain  parts  of  the  town  and  with  some  knox-m  family  or  social  contacts 
between  some  of  the  cases  notified.  Otherwise,  there  was  little  of  note  in 
the  pattern  of  infectious  disease  notification. 

Much  of  your  inspectors’  time  was  occupied  by  attention  to  complaints  of 
air  pollution  by  dust  or  smells.  In  March,  1971  the  Alkali  Inspector  was 
approached  over  complaints  of  grit  and  dust  emission  from  the  Emscote  Power 
Station  but  found  that  the  short  remaining  life  of  the  plant  did  not  justify 
expense  of  raising  the  low  chimney. 

In  May,  1971  complaints  were  investigated  of  noise  from  Emscote  saleyard 
and  soon  afterwards  of  paint  smells  from  two  factories  in  the  Cape  district. 
Towards  the  end  of  1971  attempts  were  made  to  improve  the  cooling  and  refrig¬ 
eration  of  an  Emscote  food  factory  which  had  given  offence  by  strong  cooking 
odours.  At  another  factory  improved  sound  insulation  and  cessation  of  Sunday 
working  were  tried  in  order  to  reduce  complaints  of  noise  nuisances.  About 
the  same  time  a  large  fire  was  maliciously  started  among  stored  plastics 
which  gave  off  offensive  smoke  and  caused  fears  of  dangers  to  health.  Enquiries 
established,  however,  that  the  fumes  were  from  burning  polypropylene  and  did 
not  have  highly  toxic  properties  as  had  been  feared  by  some  local  residents. 

The  pollution  and  noise  nuisances  persisted  into  1972  which  began  with 
renewed  complaints  about  the  operation  of  a  social  club  in  the  east  end  of 
town.  In  the  summer  and  autumn,  annoyance  was  reported  from  the  discharge 
of  cannon  on  Sundays  within  the  Castle  grounds.  There  were  fresh  problems 
with  foundry  emissions  and  with  high  fume  levels  in  the  town  centre  arising 
from  continuous  running  of  diesel  generators  in  narrow  streets  as  part  of  the 
Mop  fair. 

A  number  of  complaints  were  investigated  regarding  the  operation  of  a 
Sunday  market  in  the  Warwick  Cattle  Market.  It  appeared  from  Counsel's 
opinion  that  these  activities  were  being  conducted  illegally  but  a  very  large 
number  of  observations  had  to  be  made  in  order  to  furnish  evidence  for  legal 
proceedings  against  traders  and  operators.  This  put  a  great  additional 
burden  on  your  small  staff  and  more  than  any  one  single  matter  contributed  to 
the  long  delay  in  making  this  report  to  you.  A  number  of  points  of  law  arose 
in  Court  and  a  considerable  time  elapsed  before  convictions  and  fines  were 
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imposed  on  the  scale  necessary  to  halt  market  trading  on  the  Sabbath. 

After  a  period  of  ill-health,  Mr.  J.  Bullock  retired  as  your  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  51st  March,  1973  and  was  succeeded  by  his  deputy, 
Mr.  S*H.  West.  His  post  as  Deputy  was  filled  on  1st  February,  1973  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  A.G.  Harrison.  Their  duties  will  combine  management  of 
health  and  housing  departments  until  31st  March,  1974.  Mr.  Kent  left  the 
housing  department  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  Warwick  University.  Mr. 
H.D.  Nash,  assistant  housing  inspector,  was  obliged  by  ill-health  to  retire 
on  30th  September,  1973. 

It  is  my  wish  to  acknowledge  here  all  the  help  which  I  have  had  from  the 
Council  and  from  the  above  mentioned  officers  during  my  own  term  of  office 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  When  the  local  government  reforms  come  into 
effect  next  April,  my  appointment  and  that  of  Dr.  Richards,  my  deputy,  will 
both  cease  to  exist.  This  may,  therefore,  be  my  final  report  to  the 
Warwick  Borough  Council  and  I  end  it  with  feelings  of  gratitude  for  all  the 
kindness  and  courtesy  shown  to  me  over  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  in 
your  service*

Water  Supply 

The  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  maintained  a  satisfactory  supply 
throughout  the  period;  their  Engine or/Manager  reports  that  his  Board  supplies 
direct  into  6,120  houses  having  17,850  inhabitants  and  that  there  are  no 
standpipe  supplies.  The  Haseley  service  has  been  fluoridated  since  the  end 
of  1972.  Analysis  reports  appear  later  in  this  section. 

In  1970-71,  9  samples  of  raw  water  from  Haseley  gathering  ground  were 
given  bacteriological  examination.  The  frequency  distribution  of  counts  of 
presumptive  Type  1  Colifoms  per  100  ml.  of  raw  water  was:-

The  Joint  Sewage  Committee  continued  during  these  two  years  with  the 
construction  of  the  new  sewage  works  at  D0ngbridge  and  the  Valley  Sewer 
connecting  these  to  the  Princes  Drive  Works  at  Leamington  Spa.  The  work  had 
advanced  satisfactorily  by  the  end  of  1972  and  it  was  possible  to  have  a 
formal  opening  ceremony  at  Longbridge  on  26th  September,  1973. 

Refuse  Removal  Services  continued  on  the  usual  lines. 

Rivers  and  Water  Courses 


Analysis  was  made  in  August,  1971  of  samples  from  the  Gog  Brook  which 
was  feared  to  have  sewage  pollution.  The  City  Analyst  of  Coventry,  however, 
reported  that  the  brook  received  sewage  effluent  from  Budbrooke  Works  which 
complied  with  Royal  Commission  standards,  was  itself  of  good  quality  and  well 
nitrified  and  was  having  a  negligible  effect  itself  on  river  water  above  and 
below  its  discharge  point. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Paddling  Pool 

Some  problems  again  arose  during  summer  (1972)  of  pollution  of  the  St. 
Nicholas  Park  paddling  pool  and  it  was  necessary  to  advise  emptying  and  clean¬ 
ing  prior  to  the  Bank  Holiday  peak  U3e. 

D.  HOUSING 


In  view  of  information  and  returns  submitted  elsewhere  by  the  authority 
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a  detailed  statement  under  this  heading  is  no  longer  officially  required. 


During  1971  the  Council  discussed  ways  and  means  of  connecting  to  a  main 
sewer  the  14  unsewered  houses  having  frontages  to  the  Birmingham  Road  between 
the  canal  bridge  and  the  Warwick  Bye-pass  roundabout.  In  the  summer  of  1972 
the  Warwick  Racecourse  Company  was  granted  a  licence  to  station  on  the  racecourse 
not  more  than  40  holiday  touring  caravans  in  transit. 

E.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955  (SECTION  51 ) 

Tuberculosis  Milk  Investigations 

Ten  milk  samples  were  taken  by  County  Council  Officers  within  the  Borough 
and  sent  for  biological  examination  in  1971.  Results  were  negative  for  Tubercle 
bacilli,  Brucella  Abortus  and  antibiotics. 

In  1972,  11  samples  proved  to  be  negative. 

Samples  were  also  taken  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1953  (as  amended)  insofar  as  these  relate  to  dealers'  licences.

A  number  of  complaints  were  received  in  relation  to  food  said  to  be  unsound  or 
to  contain  foreign  matter.  The  Council  has  in  the  past  taken  a  lenient  attitude 
in  dealing  with  such  complaints  but  regrettably  their  number  steadily  increases. 

A-  tin  of  creamed  sago  had  an  offensive  odour  and  the  can  had  a  pinhole 
perforation  which  admitted  air.  There  were  complaints  concerning  dirty  milk 
bottles  and  of  stale  foods  which  had  not  been  handled  with  proper  regard  to  date 
coding  or  stock  rotation.  A  tin  of  pears  was  bought  in  the  Sunday  Market  which 
had  been  affected  by  poor  quality  lacquering  of  the  tinplate.  With  the  help  of 
two  other  authorities  the  rest  of  this  trader’s  stock  was  traced  to  his  head¬ 
quarters  in  the  North  Midlands.  Here  an  examination  disclosed  many  other  tins 
to  be  in  an  unsound  condition.  The  trader  was  unwilling  to  disclose  details  of 
the  importation  of  these  goods  which  were  made  in  eastern  Europe  but  agreed  to 
surrender  his  remaining  stock  for  destruction.

PART  VIII  OF  TIIE  ACT  -  Outwork  (Sections  133  and  134)  -  4  out-workers  were 
recorded  in  the  list  required  by  Section  133(a) (c),  Part  VIII  of  the  Act. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948 


Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  for  Councils  making  applications  to  the 
justices’  court  for  an  order  authorizing  the  compulsory  removal  to,  and 
detention  for  3  months  in,  an  institution  of  persons  who  are  suffering 
from  grave  chronic  disease.  The  like  action  may  also  be  taken  in  regard  to 
persons  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  (being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  incapacitated)  and  not  having  proper  care  and  attention. 

A  single  justice  of  the  peace  may  also  grant  an  order  to  remove  and 
detain  for  21  days  (maximum)  a  person  upon  grounds  of  urgency. 

Case  No.  1,  Mrs.  II. B.  (83) 

This  lady  was  the  widow  of  a  well  known  retail  shopkeeper.  She 
became  confined  to  bed  and  did  not  provide  proper  attention  for  herself  being 
resistant  to  offers  of  help  from  family  and  friends.  Insanitary  conditions 
developed  and  in  the  interests  of  the  patient,  an  urgent  application  had  to 
be  made  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  a  compulsory  removal  order  on  29th 
February,  1972.  She  was  then  taken  to  Warwick  Hospital. 

Case  No.  2.  Mrs.  F.H.  (86) 

This  lady  had  been  moved  from  a  condemned  house  to  warden  supervised 
accommodation  in  1969.  Luring  1972  perhaps  as  the  result  of  a  stroke 
she  became  house-bound  and  conditions  became  very  dirty,  the  house  being 
fouled  by  dog's  excrement.  She  refused  the  services  both  of  a  district 
nurse  and  a  home  help;  she  became  difficult  and  abusive  and  at  times  incon¬ 
tinent.  After  a  spell  in  hospital  she  improved  greatly  and  could  return 
home  agreeing  to  accept  service  from  a  home  help.
